zelos were surprised by the showing 
their candidates had made in Salon- 
iki and Attica. 

It is said M. Venizelos will leave 
the country and he has advised Lib- 
erals to abide by the ver@ict of the 
people.

The company’s order was issued 
Nov. 10, it was said today at the de- 
partment, and ostensibly was to ap- 
ply to all departments of the Govern- 
ment. It was understoed, however, 
that messages sent by other depart- 
ments had bai excepted informally 
from the ruling. 

The Western Union Co. is stated 
to have based its action on the delay 
by the department in making pay- 
ments on cable mesSages previously 
handled, Depariment officials as- 
serted today, however, that it*was in 
their opinion a step in retaliation for 
the failure of the department to per- 
mit the landing af a cable at Miami, 
Fla., connecting at Barbados with 
the cable monopoly held y the 
British company on the east coast 
of South America. 

- Asked for Landing TFermit. 

Several months ago the Western 
Union applied for an executive per- 
mit to land the cable at Miami, but 
the State Department was said’ to 
have demanded a copy of the con- 
tract between the company and the 
British concern owning the connect- 
ing South American ca’ le line. The 
Copyeg was not forthcoming, accord- 
ing to State Department 
and the permit was withheld. 

Later a Britisy cable ship, which 
had been chartered to lay the cable, 
was ordered to Miaml. At the sug- 
gestion of the State Department, the 
Navy .Departmént sent destroyers io 
the Florida port to keep the Brttish 
ship outside the three-mile lHmit. 
The British embassy ordered the 
captain of the cable vessel not to at- 
tempt to land the line. 

McAdoo Delivercd Copy. 

Later William G. McAdoo, former 
Secretary of the Treasury, became 
counsel for the Western Union com- 
pany and department officers say he 
delivere@ a capy of the contract to 
the department. It had been ex 
plained previously that the depart- 
ment, before issuéng the permit, de- 
sired to determine whether the con- 
tract between the American and 
British companies would strengthen 
the cable monopoly held by the Brit 
ish company on the east coast of 
South America. 

The permit to land the cable stil! 
was withheld, it being said officially 
that action was being deferred until 
after the meeting of the Interna- 
tional Communications Conference 
now in session here, which ig consid- 
ering the whole question @f world 
communications. 

A report reached the Government 
last week that the Western Union 
was to make another attempt to 
land the cable.and Secretary Daniels 
ordered the commandant of the na- 
val station at Key West to take the 
necessary steps to prevent it. .The 
Western Union company denied at 
the time that. it intended to land 
the line.

The total asked for f$ $23,000,000, insuffi- 
cient on this basis, but perhaps the sum can be 
stretched to meet the necessities of the entire 3,500,000. 

Those who respond to 
the powerful appeal may know that under such a 
stewardship each $1 in contributions will mean 100 
cents applied directly to the children’s relief, without 
mismanagement and waste.

Will 
they be content to pluck their breakfast from.a bread 
tree, to draw their dinner from an abundant sea, vary- 
ing the simple menu with an.occasional nice, plump 
missionary? Will they truly be able to forget about 
bumper crops, of multiplying the single blade of grass 
into two, banish foreign trade from their aura and

It has played a tremendous part within Russia 
itself. It has been utilized effectually by Lenine to 
solidify Russian sentiment against the enemy from 
without. Nationalism may be a stupid, provincial, 
antiquated emotion in- the essential philosophy of 
Lenine, but he has made it serve him well throughout 
the infancy of his daring experiment. 

When the Bolshevik troops were stopped on the out- 
skirts of Warsaw a few weeks ago, just as the Polish 
capital seemed about to fall into their hands, various 
explanations were offered. It was said the Red so)- 
diars had lost their stomach for fighting. There was 
a story of mutiny resulting from the withdrawal of 
the promised privilege to sack the city. It was also 
explained the sudden pause in the sweep on Warsaw 
was due to the fact that great bodies of troops had 
been diverted from the Polish frontier to the South, 
where Wrangel’s success had become a menace. 

The last explanation seems now to be verified. In 
any event Wrangel has been smashed, his army put to 
flight, and the Reds are overrunning the Crimea. 

The latest victory of the Reds in the long series of 
impotent assaults upon them emphasizes the fact that 
Russia presents a vastly superior front to any re- 
bellion of foreign inspiration or sanction. Russia is 
determined to go her own way, whatever that way 
may be, and she has given conclusive evidence of her 
capacity to carry out that determination. The states- 
manship of the world should recognize that fact and 
act accordingly.
